Or do 
they expect most of their patronage 
from the home people? Of course they 
do! But they should consider the inter 
ests of the working man at home from 
whom they receive most of their cash 

Of course, there may be some class- 
es of work necessary in the erection of 
buildings that cannot be accomplish by 
the mechanics at home, on account of 
the lack of advantages, or necessary 
eqippment, and in such cases the pro- 
curing of toreign talent is perfectly 
right, but there is one thing sure, Co 
'umbia has as good architects, contrac- 
tors, painters, brick layers and other 
mechanics needed in the construction 
of a building as there is in any town in 
Kentucky, considering its size 1 am 
for home labor first, last and all the 
time, as every other home man should 
be.

From Vienna comes the follow- 
ing cablegram: 

"Mr. Roosevelt denied empha- 
tically today the published state- 
ment that he had agreed with 
Gifford Pinchot that his name 
might be used in connection with 
the presidency.'''
